TorrKka, Kas., September 12.—General But- 
ler’s speech here at the state fair has been the 
cause of considerable amusement at the ex- 
pense of the republicans, who are thoroughly 
disgusted with him, On his arrival in the 
city he was met by a committee of the fair’s 
managers, among whom were Representative 
Morrill, P. J. Bonebrake and Joab Mulrane, 
leading republicans, who regarded Butler’s 
visit to the city a probable source of much 
benefit to the republican state ticket.

A YOUNG GIRL’S LEAP. 
After a Chastisement a Girl Makes a Fatal 
Leap of Three Stories, 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, September 12.—Miss 
Gussie Baehr, aged sixteen years,the daughter 
of Mrs. Carrie Baehr,a widow who lives at No. 
564 Freeman street, went astray about Six 
months ago, but was speedily reclaimed. She 
has frequently given her mother trouble by 
remaining out all night. A tew nights ago 
she went out with a young man named 
George Lamon, of Dudley street, and did not 
return until last evening. 

When she did make her appearance she 
would give her mother no satisfactory account 
of where or how she had spent the night. 
Mrs. Baehr became enraged and 
gave her daughter a severe whipping, 
after which she locked her in her room 
in the third story and went out to the grocery. 
In Mrs. Baehr’s absence Gussie leaped from 
the window to the brick pavement of the rear 
yard below. Some people living in the same 
house ran to her at once and found her unable 
to move. She was partially unconscious, At 
first it was intended to remove the wounded 
girl to the hospital, but, recovering herself, 
she declared she wanted to remain at home 
and die there. Dr. Haines was summoned. 
Hie found that she was injured internally and 
has a serious head wound, besides bruises on 
her back, received apparently from her mother 
when chastised.

He had 
giv en orders, he said, to the police to disperse 
all crowds gathering near the shops where 
Hhon-union men were at work. To the sugges- 
tion that he employ special police, the mayor 
answered that the regular police had not been 
paid since June, and he could not employ ex- 
tra policemen while this condition of aifairs 
continuéd.
